But this contradiftivus Zeal was nothing 
near ſo ſurpriſing, as that of our Friends of 
. Rippon, who beſeech bx Majeſty, and are 
very ſollicitons, left” he ſhould agree to_4 
Bill of Excluſgon; (for plain Engliſh is « 
well underfloos on this fide the Trent, as 
the other ) and.ſtem to be very much afraid of 
loſing the great Bleſſing of a Popiſh Succeſſor. 
All the ſober Men thar 1 have met with, who 
remain unſatisfied as to 4 Bill of Exclufion,do 
nevertheleſs acknowledge, That a Popiſh Suc- 
ceſſor will be a heavy Judgment of God 
ro this Nation, to which we muſt pa- 
riently ſubmir, as we doto all other Ca- 
lamities. But did ever Men pray ſor a Fudg- 
ment, and nals it their bumble Requeſt, that 
they might be ſure of it 2. Do they not, on the 
other hand, when it begins to threaten them, 
heartily deprecate the Evil, and are th:y nat 
earneſt with God to avert it ? Nay, ds they 
ot moreover xſe all lawful humane means to 
prevent it ? "There us no Judgment repreſented 
zn Scripture, to be ſo immediately the ſtrobe 
of God, as the Plague : David, in his great 
ſirait, made choice of it under that Notion 5 
. when he deſired rather to fall into the 
Hands of God than into the hands of 
Men; and yet Men do conſtantly make uſe 
of all lawful means to prevent it. For, be- 
 fraes their uſing Rippocrates's Receipt of Ci- 


to, longe, rarde,. and runing away fron 


' It ;, they make no..ſcrupie of antidoting and 
fortifying themſelves againſt it. ©. They 
ſtrive with an infefted Atr, and with Fires, 

and Fumes of Pitch and Tar, &C they endea- 
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tothe Reader. 

wvour to correfÞ it. Nay, they impriſon Min 
that are infefied, and put them undera v y 
cloſe confinement, when they have committed n9 
' Fault, nor done anything te forgit their Li- 
berty , only that thy may thereby preſerve 0-/ 
thers. This, and many other things are done 
by Law, till ſuch time, as it pleaſes God t9 
countermand that heauy Jalzment. I was 
therefore perfectly poſed with that Adareſs , 
4:nd could not tell what to mabe of it. The 
leaſt I could think of them was this, That if 
they were Proteſtants, they were Men weary 
of their Religion, who were ſo undo2 for 
a Prince, a great. part of whoſe Re!igion 
3t 3s, to perſecute and extirpate theirs. And con- 
fidering with my ſelf, what Precedents or Ex- 
amples they might have of this ſtrange Conduft, 
and being able to find none; inflead thereof, 
Thad an imperſeft remembrance of the quite 


Contrary carriage of the Primitive Chriſti- 


ans towards Julian, In which , having 
throughly ſatisfied my felf , I was willing to 
give the uorld this ſhort Scheme of it. Ican 
term it no otherwiſe, for whotver pleaſes to 
look into thoſe places which I have cited will 
find, that I have not impove. i(hed the Sub- 
jet; but haveleft, untouched, ſufficient mate- 
14als for whole Volumes,to any one that ſhall'be 
aiſpoſed to write them. 

Having toid you- the» occaſion of writing 
this Diſcourſe, 1 ſhall ſay ſomewhat of every 
part of it. Thave been very brief in Julian's 
Life, becauſe I wrote it, only to render the 
following Diſcourſ?s concerning his Sucteſſion 


 #ntilligible; and yet, 1 amſure, I have nat . 


omitted any of the main ſlrobes of it. The 
Chriſtians behaviour towards him was neceſ* 
ſarily added, as a collateral proof, and illuftra- 
tion of their ſenſe about his Succeſſion. Ind:ed, 
_ A 3 if 
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;f they bad been worthy to have bnown Joll- 
an's Religion, beſore he came to be Emperor, 
we had not had that part to write; but they 
that report, and do not invent,muft take things 
as they are. This behaviour of theirs being ſo 
contrary to what is commonly reported of them, 
and to the carriage of former Chrilians, 1 
found it neceſſary to make ſome few Remarks 
apor it,and to hew thit there w.ts as wide 4 


difference b:twixt their Caſe, and that of the® 


firft Chriſtians, as Laws for men, and again(t 
men, could poſſibly make. And if other men 
are for taking Laws and no L1ws, and ſhake- 
zng them together in a Bag, and for making the 
Reſult of either of them to bz Paſſive Gbedtence, 
I cannot help that, no more than I can my own 
belief of this as a firſt Principle,that the Laws 
of a Man's Count»y are the meaſures of all Civil 
Obedience; or my belief, that any kind of 0-- 
bedience, either Aftive or Paſſive, without 2 
Law to require it, us like one of the marvellous 
Accidents in Tranſubſtantiation, which makes 
a ſhiſt to ſubſiſt, when it has loſt its Subjeft. 
But there it was, that I mit with the Defirine 
of Paſſive Obedience; which when it is taught 
without any regard to Laws, and 1 preſcrs- 
bead both without Law and againſt Law, is 
not Evangelical but .Mahumet ane, and the 
very Turkijh Doftrine of the Bow-ſtring. In 
fuch a ſhort Diſcourſe, it was impoſſible for me 
to ſay the tenth part of what is to be ſaid, to 
ſhew how» intollerable that Doftrine. is, and 
how contrary, both to the Goſpel, and to the 
Law of the Land. Chriſtianity is ſo far from 
enſlaving us, or deveſting us of thoſe Rights 
and Priviledges which we have already, that 
zt encourages us to procure more Liberties and 
Franchiſes, if we.can come honeſily by them.

And Sr. Chryſoftom introduces Daved, 
ſpeaking after tt is manner, when he fled 
from Sa#l,- and as the-Scripture tells us, 
had Golriah's. great Swerd with him, and / 
put himſelf into a poſture of Defence :- /# 
& better for me to be miſerable, and to 
ſuffer more hardſhips, than that Saul ſhould 
be condemmed by God for the Murder of an 
Innocent Perſon, And that he meant no | 
more, than only ro prevent the effuſion of 
Innocent Blood, appears 'by the ſeveral 
Opportunities, he had to have cut off $2»1, 
-bur the ſenſe of his Duty made him abhor 
the leaſt thoughr of ir. He only ſought 
his own ſafety and -preſervation, which he 
could! not abandon, without -being acceſſa- 
ry to Saxl's murdering of lym. There is no 
queſtion,but it is every Man's Duty to pre- 0 _, 
-vent the murder of any Innocent Perſon,d © 
and eſpecially of himſelt,by all the ways and

And o far ir 1s fit to inform the Popiſh 
Crew ( for we have no yi ETD 5IDY of 
Perſecution from any other Quarter ) 
leſt they ſhould ' be miſtaken in the 
good P2oteffant Religton of our good 
Church, as Colemax calls It in his Dccla- 


" ration. No doubr they would beſtow more 
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good words upon us, if we would be all 
Pafſive Proteſtants ; for then the fewer a- 
Rive Papiſts would ſerve to diſpatch us. 
But moft men are ſatisfied, that Arch- 
biſhop Abbot's Do&rine was much more 
the good Proteftant Religion of our good 
Charch, than Dr. Szbthorp's; and that Dr, 
Manwaring was Orthodox when he Recan- 
red, but by no means when he preached 
his Pulpit Law, For that name the Great 
and Loyal Lord Faulþland, long before the . 
War broke our, was pleaſed to beſtow up» 
on ſuch miſchievous .flatrery ; which he 
then complained had almoſt ruined the 
Nation, and it can never be good for any 
thing elſe in any Age. And yer the Arbi- 
trary Do&rine of thoſe Times did not bring 
any preat terror along with ir, it was then 
bur a Rake,and ſerved only to ſcrape up a 
little paltry PaſfiveMoney from the Subje&, 
but now It is become a Murdering piece, 
loaden with no body knows how many 
Bullets. And that rhe Patrons of it may nor 
complain thar 1t is an exploded Dottrine, as 
if Men only hooted art it, but could not an» 
ſwer it,I ſhall ſtay to ſpeaka little moretoir. 
"Tis true, this Dorine cannot diſcover 
irs malignity under his Majeſty's' Gracjous 
Reign, which God prolong and proſper , 
who has been pleaſed to give the Naticn 
the ſecurity of his Coronation Oath, which, 
we know all Proteſtant Princes yalue and 
_ look 
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look upon as Sacred, and likewiſe of ma- 
ny Gracious, Promiſes, , that He will go- 
vern according to Law ; -Butin caſe we 
ſhould be fo ſharply puniſhed for- Oar Sins, 
as to fall under a Popiſh Succeſſor, then 
this Bloody Dodrine will have the oppor- 
runity to ſhew ir ſelf in its own Colours, 
and we may then fee, and it may be, feel 
theſtivg of ir.

he will prote& the Church of England as 
It is now eſtabliſhed by Law, and be a 
Mighty Defender of the Faith; 1 ſhall be con- 
tented with what every Body muſt grant , 
char he may perſccate, that the thing 1s poſ- 
ſible. |

What jhe Goſpel preſcribes 15s one thing, 
what ir allows 1s another ; there are ten 
thouſand things allowed by the Goſpel, not 
one of which 1s preſcribed by it, indite- 
ments, Appeals, ſuing for Tythes; ina 
word.,all humane Conſtitutions, which are 
not morally Evil. But it ſeems the Goſ- 
pel does not fo much as allow any mean, 
when we cannot eſcape by flight, berwixr 
denying and dying for the Faith, As for de- 
nying the Faith, that is down-right Deſtru- 
&1on, both of Body and Soul, and there- 
fore is not to be thought of, as being the 
far greater extremity of the' two. And ſo 
welcome Death | Bur by whar Law muſt 
we dic ? Not by any Law of God ſurely,for 


being of rhat Religion which he approves, 


ana-would have all the World to embrace, 
and to hold faſt tothe end. Nor by the 
Laws of our Country, where Proteſtancy

thercfore, who it is, in that Caſe, that 

ſhall have authoriry tro commit op2n, bare- 

faced, and down: right murders, they will 

then dire& us where to pay our Paſlive O- 

bedience. Ir would be the horrideſt ſlander 

in the World, to fay, that any ſuch Power 

is lodged in the Prerogative as to deſtroy 

men contrary to Law. The Prerogative 1s | 

no ſuch boundleſ. bottomleſs Pit of Arbitra- 

ry power and ſelf will, burir is limited, 

ſtated, and certain, and as well known as 

other parts of the Law;agd it is fit it ſhould 

be ſo, that the Subj<& may not offend a- 

gainſt it.

But this muſt needs be a rare caſe,which can. 
ſcldom happen ; for bad Princesare hard-

Executloners of their own Cruelty, they- 
generally reſerve themlſe]ves for a better 

Office. And how far. men may endeavour: 
notwithſtanding to fave themſelves, with- 

out breach of their Allegiance, and. of that 

true Faith and Loyalry which they ought to- 
bear of Life,and Limb.and rerrene Honour, 

if they have a mind to know, they may ask. 
advice, 


But though we are out of our pain, as to- -

fecerit, wel ſus juris, quſte fecifſe videtur. 
This is in the Caſe of violent Diſſeilin ; 
and I hope a Man's Life 1s his moſt valuable 
Free-hold, of which if he be difleiſed, he 
ſhall hardly be reſtored by any legal Reme- 
dy afterward. 

All the world knows, that ir 1s a misfor- 
tune fora man, in his own lawful Defence, 
to kill another, bur ir is neither Murder nor 
Felony ; whereas it /is Murder even in a 
Magiſtrate to killany man, if it be not done 
In due-courſe of Law. And through the 
help of God, though we cannot hinder the 
Papifts from being Tdolaters, we will en- 
deayour to keep them from being Murde- 
rers, they ſhall not have that to anſwer for 
OO. 

Is the DoRor ferious, and in earneſt, 
w-en he teaches: and preaches up Paſſive 
Obedience for Evangelical in this Caſe? 
Would he-really have men proſtitute their 
Lives to Malice and Violence, when all the 
Laws of God, and of the Kingdom, pro- 
re them ?

ſelf, ſhews him the abſolute Neceſſity of it, 
the Honour he would gain by it; andin a 


word, uſes ſuch Arguments, as might have 


prevailed upon any body but an hardened 


Rebel. Bating that Dedication, I never. _ 


met with any thing like this Paſfive Do- 
Qarine, tor wheedling a man out of his life. 
Gregory ſays, * That 7ulzan ſtole a Perſecu- 
© tion upon the Chriſtians, under a ſhew of 
<.centleneſs, for he always diſclaimed his 
being-a Perſecutor.. And we, for oughtT 
know, may be expoſed to the bloodieſt 
Perſecutio : that ever was, under the meek 
pretences of Paſſive Obedience. For asa 
worthy perſon has lately obſeryed, One fr 
gle Arm, unrefſted, may go a great way in Maſ- 
ſacring a Nation. Byt how many; irrebſta-

CHAP. XIL 
Their Cruelty, 


Hat the Prophet ſays of FEphra- 

\\/ im, has often come into my 

mind , with relation to: the Pa- 
piſis, They are joyned to. Idols : let 
them alone, They are infallible andn- 
curable;. and 1f they will not hear Moſes 
and the Prophets, poor private men may 
do wiſely to ſave their Breath. So we 
would with all our Hearts; but they will 
nor let #5 alone. Nothing will . fatisfie 
them, unleſs they force their Idolatr 
upon us, (as the French King ſells his 
Salt ) whether we have any occaſion for 
Ir, or any mind to.it or no. 

Theſe, Wighry Nebuchadnezgtys fer up 
Images, and all People, Natiors, and 
Languages, muſt either fall- down and 
worſhip them, or elſe be caſt into a fi- 
ery Furnace. This is the hard Chapter 
to which we are now come, which 1s 
the very Sting of Fopery :. in which I ſhall 
firſt ſhew, That the Church of- England 
has been: all along ſenſible of the Popifh 
Cruelty. And ſecondly, ſhew, That the 
Papiſts herein have - far exceeded the old

Firſt, As for the ſenſe of our Church, 
The AHomzlies give us a large account 
of the Cruclty and Tyranny of maz 
2.Par!,Serm. ny of the Popes of Reme, who had 
fangs; not the @piric of God, but of the 
216, © Devil; who not only were Cruel to 
the Living, but perſecuted dead Bo- 
dies : to whom they apply our Savi- 
our's PrediQtion of crael and raven- 
7151. ing Wolves in Sheeps cloathing, 
latry, p. 3x. Their Image worſhip was maintained, 
at the very firſt by the Treaſon and 
Kei ellton of Pope Gregory the Third, 
Which Example, vther Biſhops of 
Rome have continually followed , . 
ad. gone thzough wichal moit ſfouc- 
Iy, And afterwards we have an account of . 
the Tragical Cruelties, which were com-. 
mitted by the Empreſs, Irene, in. main- 
tenance of Image Worſhip -: who was . 
Ibid. p- 34. the great Patrone and Ualtanc Ca- 
p:ain oftte Biſhcys of Rome, whole 
wicked and. unnatu;al cruelty paſſed | 
Medea 6nd Progne, whole deceſfable_ 
Paracidcs [ave miniſkred matter to 
Poets, to waite their. Lozrtble Tra- 

gedies, : | 
cob ' Amongſt other things, ſhe digged - 
Siu up the Body of her Fathe:-in-Law 
nſtantine the Fifth »> and com- 
manden it to be openly burzed, and 
. the Athes to be th2own tnto the Dea; 
becauſe when he was alive, te Had 
= 4 de.; op- 
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deſf:oyed Jmages, and taken away 
the ſumptuous D2znaments of Chur- 
ches, Which Erample of hers (as 
the conſkanc Repozt goeth ) had 
ltke to have been put in p2a- 
ice with Painces cozſes tin our 
days, had the Authozity of the 
Þoly Father continued Lut a lictle 
longer, 


This is true modern Popifſh Cruelty 
and Barbariry, which according to the - 
daily improvement of it under that Re- 
ligion, would have far exceeded Trene's. 
She burnt her Father-in-Law, a man that 
was no kin to her, otherwiſe than by an 
artificial Relation, and a fi&ion of Law : 
Bur here it would. have - been an. own 
natural Father, and Brother; in which 
caſe a ſweet Proteſtant Prince, and a per- 
ſecuror of Proteſtants, only not a Slave 
to the Pope, had both fared alike. So 
that where Popery comes to be well ſct- 
led, the Sacred Reliques of all choſe Prin- 
ces are in danger of ſuffering. the moſt 
barbarous Indignities, who have been 
in their time either hearty Proteſtants , 
or not hearty and thorow-paced Papilts. 
And neither the reverence of a Father, 
nor the dear Relation ofa Brother, ſhall 
fave them from being treated like the 
moſt notorious Malefators, whom the 
Juſtice of a Nation thinks it- ſelf bound 
_ to follow and purſue into the other 

World, and to make examples to all fu- 
ture apes. For blind Catholick Zeal knows 
no Body; bur be it Peaſant or Prince , 
Strangers, 
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Strangers, or their own Fleſh and Blood» 
alive or dead, if they have been Hereticks> 
or inſafhcient Catholicks, into the tire 
1i.all. they go. 

What Engliſh man , who had bur one 
drop of truc Engliſh Blood left in his 
Veins, could have endurcd to behold 
this horrid fight? To ſee a parcel of 
cowardly Papiſts breaking up a Royal 
Monument with Sacrilegious Hands, and 
dragging thence a mighty Monarch , 
whom when he was alive, they durſt 
not have look'd inthe Face : to ſee thoie 
Sacrcd Temples, which had been 1acir- 
cled with a Crown, and that puiſlant Arm 
waich had ſwayed the Engliſh Scepter 
for almoſt forty Years, now reduccd to 
infamous Aſhes; and theſe thrown into- 
the Water, as. not fit to have a place 
upon God's Earth : and all this perform'd” 
by the pure Zeal of his. own Daughter, on- 
ly becauſe he was not quite ſo good a 
Catholick as her ſclf ? 


 cou!d not forbear ſhaking this Note 
a little, to try what Muſick it will make 
In their Ears, who make way for a Po- 
piſh Succeſior, out of pure Loyalty to a 
Proteſtant Prince. As they like this, they 
may proceed. For here they may plain- 
ly behold what bleſſed Fruits the Au- 
thority of the Holy Father 1s lise to pro- 
duce, and what true and laudavle Ser- 
vice Will be done to Proteſtant Pilaces, 
by introducing Popery. 


: So well the firſt Reformers, in the be- 
g:nning of Qucen Z1,34.0th's Time, un-: 
derſtood 


Ws, - 
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derſtood the Spirit of Popery. And yet 
they kn: w nothing of thoſe Hellith Plots, 
which almoſt filed up re ſucceediug part 
of that Queen's Reipn. They knew no- 
thing of the Paris Wedding, the Gun- 
powder Plot, or the Þ/h Maſlacre 
which wiil remain in Books, as Monu- 
ments of the inhumane and accvrſed 
Cruclty of Papiſis, when time has peri- 
ſhed rhe London Monument. And they 
may as well go and try their Forcheads up- 
on this Monument of ſtone, as endea- 
vour to our-face the other.' 


Theſe Cruclties never entred into the 
Hcafts of Pagans, and therefore we have 
no foundation of a Compariſon betwixt 
Popery and Paganifin in this point; no 
more than we can compare Prince Ru- 
pert's Tron Guns with 74lius Ceſar's. For 
\ this Murdering and Maſlacring hundreds 
of thouſands upon the ſcore- of Religion, 
in cold Blood, and under the Sacred 
Rires of Friendſhip, are things found 
out 1n theſe latter Ages : And the com» 
pendious deſtruction of a Nation at one 
blow, is as perſe&ly a nzw invention. as tl.e 
Gun- powder it ſelf, which was ro have 
done thar Catholick: Job, 


All that can he done therefore in - this ; 


Mattcr, is; 


1. To ſhew what Cruelty the Pagans 
exerciſed upon rhe account of Relt- 
£100, 


And, 2. to ſhewthat the Papiſts have 
far exceeded them. The 
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The Pagan Cruelty, upon the account 
of Religion , falls under theſe two 
Heads. 


1. The Sarguinary Laws which were 
enacted, or pur 1n execution againſt the 
Chriſtians. 


2. The Outrages which were com:nit- 
ted -upon them. | 


In both theſe the Papiſts have much 
out-done the Pagans, as might eaſily 
be made appear from their own Gene- 
ral Councils, their own Hiſtorians, their 
Popes Speeches, particularly that of Sixtus 
Quintus, upon the Murder of Henry the 
Third of France ; their Popes Bulls, par- 
ticularly: to the Iriſh in their late Holy 
War; their Holy Inquifition, which has, I 
will not fay,Ten. Perſecutions,bur ren thou- 
ſand Perſecutions in the Belly of it. 

Alas, the Roman Laws were but Cob- 
webs, to thoſe of Holy Church againſt 

- Hereſy. You may ſee ſome of them in the 
23.Vot. Decrees of the Lateran Council, under 
Conc. Paris, Tyocent the Third 5 Laws like our late 
Cap-3-P-IED» 4 for burying in Wollen, which will 

execute themſelves, and extirpate Re- 
ftilent: Northern Herefie, by a mode 
compuration, in a Year and halfs Time. 
Eor. it is Deprivation to the Biſhop that 
1s. remiſs 'and: negligent, who muſt make 
room for another, that can and will con- 
found Heretical Pravity : Ir is Death in 
that private man, who will not be an In- 
former : it is the loſs of his RIG 
thar 
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that Prince, who will not extirpate as 
faſt as he can ; which in that caſe 1s to be 
given to Catholick Free-booters, who, 
when they have extirpared the Here- 
ticks, are -to poſſeſs it withour any con- 
tradition, and to keep it in the purity of 
the Faith. | 


But becauſe I would willingly do 
all Right ro the Papiſts in this Matter , 
which cannot be done, bur by a large 
and juſt Diſcourſe upon the Subject 3 
T "ſhall here break off, making thar 
the Concluſion, which . 1s the. only end 
and intention of this Book, and that 
my hearty prayer to God , which ſhall 
always be my poor endeavour among 
men.
